Dr. Salk Gets 
Nation's Thanks 
President Pays Him 
An Emotional Tribute 


WASHINGTON—W^Kings and conquering generals have received 


less attention than the White House gave Friday to Dr. Jonas E. Salk 
and his family as they arrived to receive from President Eisenhower 
the thanks of a grateful nation. 


Stenographers 
peered 
through 


'doorways. Presidential aides came 
out of their offices for a look. Chief 
Aide Sherman Adams, sometimes 
said to be harder to reach than 
the President himself, came into 
the lobby, crouched down and had 
a chat with the three Salk young- 
sters. 


Then The Ceremony 


Then came the ceremony honor- 


ing the developer of the vaccine 
against the dreaded polio. 


In 
the rose 
garden" outside 


the President's office, the 40-year- 
old Salk, greying at the temples 
and a little stoop-shouldered, stood 
between President Eisenhower and 
a beaming Secretary of Welfare 
Hobby. 


Eisenhower had a handsomely 


got-up citation for Salk . . . "his- 
toric contnbution to human wel- 
fare ... a benefactor of mankind." 


There was another for Basil 


O'Connor, president of the National 
foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
—and a tribute by the Republican 
President to his new deal prede- 
cessor, Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
for starting the Foundation and 
for "personal courage in overcom-

Can Get Shots 
Before July 1 


WASHINGTON— UP)— The 


government moved by volun- 
tary means today to assure 
that the Salk polio vaccine 
goes first to those who need 
it most. 


Secretary of Welfare Hobby said 


she will name, perhaps today, a 
national advisory 
committee of 


seven or nine members — "small, 
but as broadly representative as 
possible"— to suggest 
allocations 


by states. 


Each state is expected to set up 


its own system of priorities for 
handling its share of the vaccine. 


Present Plan Unaffected 


The plan, developed in a con- 


ference here Friday and approved 
by President Eisenhower Friday 
night, will have no effect on the 
free immunization of first and s«c- 
ond grade school children already 
under way under auspices of the 
National Foundation" for Infantile 
Paralysis. It applies only to the 
furnishing of supplies to doctors 
for administering to those not cov- 
ered by the free program. 


In a formal statement Sifter the 


conference, Mrs. Hobby said sta- 
tistics showed that an estimated 
25,600,000 children can be vaccina- 
ted by July 1, but that almost no 
commercial supplies are available 
now. The free school program is 
getting the first quantities. 


"These are the simple inescap- 


able facts about the supply situa- 
tion," she said. 


"It is a situation which will re- 


quire very great patience on the 
part of everyone." 


No Dissent ' 


She said the conference of doc- 


tors, public health workers, drug 
manufacturers and others which 
developed the allocation plan "ac- 
complished all that we hoped for 


there xvas not one dissenting 


note in the day's activities." 


The recommendations were: 
1. Establishment of a national 


advisory committee to recommend 
voluntary allocations on a state-by-

See Red Premier 
Determined to 
Break Isolation 


WASHINGTON— UP)— 


American officials reacted to- 
day with extreme caution to 
Red China Premier Chou En 
lai's expressed readiness to 
negotiate on Formosa. They 
said, however, it may be his 
most determined effort so far 
to break out of diplomatic and 
economic isolation. 


Formal State Department com- 


ment was withheld.' Officials wait- 
ed for a cable from Bandung, Indo- 
nesia, where Chou declared his 
country ready to negotiate with 
the United States to relieve ten- 
sions in the Far Bast, especially 
in the Formosa area. 


Pending receipt of the official 


version of what Chou said, U. S. 
authorities expressed considerable 
interest about whether he was will- 
ing to have Nationalist China -rep- 
resentatives in attendance at any 
Formosa negotiations. 


They recalled that Chou has ex- 


pressed willingness to negotiate a 
Formosa settlement on several oc- 
casions. But he has yet to say he 
would accept a Nationalist China 
participant. Officials said he prob- 
ably would get little support from 
other Far East nations if he again 
tried to bypass Chiang Kai-shek,

On that date the 
election inspectors will report on 
the total number of valid votes 


cast, and how they were distrib- 
uted. 


Then, anyone who voted may 


change the distribution of his votes 
among the nominees of one slate. 
He'll be given 24 hours to do it. 
But he can't shift from one slate 
to the other. 


Avery's Statement 


At Friday's five-hour stockholder 


session, Avery issued a statement 
saying, "I am very grateful to the 
stockholders for their expression of 
confidence . . . Outside of the hold- 
ings of his own group, Mr. Wolfscn 
received only a small minority 
vote." 


Several hours later Wolfson is- 


sued a statement claiming a "tre- 
mendous victory," adding, "I have

American officials found 


China 'Has No 
Intention' of 
War With U. S. 


BANDUNG, Indonesia CflP) 


—Premier Chou En-lai of 
Red China said in a formal 
statement today his country 
was ready to negotiate with 
the United States to relax the 
tensions in the Far East 
"and especially in the Tai- 
wan (Formosa) area." 


The statement was issued dur- 


ing sessions of the 29-nation Asian- 
African conference. 


Chou was quoted by delegates ai 


saying earlier that "China has no 
intention of going to war with.the 
United States." 


"Does >"ot Want War" 


Chou's statement said in part 


"The Chinese people do not want- 
to have a war with the United 
States of America. The Chinese 
government is willing to sit down 
and enter into negotiations with 
the United States to discuss the 
question of relaxing tensions in the 
Far East, especially the question 
of relaxing tension in the Taiwan 
(Formosa) area." 


The Red Chinese premier's state* 


ment had been expected since del- 
egates who attended an informal 
luncheon meeting reported Chou 
told them his government wa» 
ready to negotiate on Formosa.

Sources said then, however, that 


Chou did not indicate with whom 
he would talk over the future ol 
the Nationalist Chinese-held strong- 
hold.

Await Kesponse 


Immediately after the statement 


was released, a Chinese delegation 
spokesman was asked 
whether

Chou's one-paragraph declaration. 


"We will now await the response 


to the statement," he replied. 


Asked if this meant that China 


nov favored a 10-power Formosa 
conference as'has been proposed 
bv the Soviet Union, the spokes- 
man said,

Finding that the lino- 
type machine had displaced hand 
composition, he started proof read- 
ing and has been a proof reader 
| ever since. 


His present five-day week of sev- 


en and one-half hours a day is a 
contrast to his first six-day week of 
10 hours a day. . 


In 1929 when he became 65 he 


moved from Minnesota to Mt. Mor- 
ris and started to work for Kabla 
Company. In September of 1954 
he was awarded a gold wrist watch 
for 25 years of service with Kable 
Printing Company. 


In September of 1950 Palmer be- 


came eligible for a Social Secur- 
ity benefit of S66.50 a month pay- 
able regardless of his earnings, 
because he was 85 years of age. 
In April of 1953 his benefit was re- 
computed and increased to S85 a 
month.

It's an age when they grab, gulp and then gasp—sometimes 
with tragic results.

\Vhen locked up in medicine cab- 


inets and put away for safekeep- 
ing, they're harmless. But be- 
ware of carelessness. 


A -fast-moving, curious toddler 


can grab and gulp in a split sec- 
ond. It's a hand-to-mouth age that 
tastes first and then gasps—some- 
times with tragic results. 


Little ones will not hesitate to 


swig such items as 
permanent 


wave solution, shampoo, 
lighter 


fluid, rubbing solution, bleaching 
agent, antifreeze, furniture polish, 
bleach, lye. paint, rat and insect 
poison. It's sickening but true. 


Authorities at the Children's Bu- 


reau are concerned by the number 
of children between the ages of 
one and five who die due to poison- 
ing accidents in the home. Every 
year about 400 such infant deaths 
can be traced to poisoning. And 
there are hundreds of cases where 
emergency treatment is necessary. 


Problem Bigger 


But the problem goes beyond 


educating parents and baby sitters 
to keep dangerous substances out 
of reach. 


Because new household products 


are appealing on the market every 
day, doctors are often unable to 
find an immediate cure for a 
stricken child. Without technical

Within the 
last year special poison control 
centers were set up in Chicago, 
Boston, Cincinnati and Washing- 
ton, says Children's Bureau offi- 
cials who are enthusiastically fol- 
lowing the development. 


The American Academy of Pedi- 


atrics is spearheading the drive 
to establish poison control centers 
so doctors can count on getting 
reliable data. And along with the 
Children's Bureau they are urging 
the public to follow safe rules in 
the home. 


The Poison Control Center for 


the Washington area is located at 
the Children's Hospital in the Dis 
trict of Columbia. There a vast file 
of antidotes is kept which will com 
bat a multitude of poisons. An in- 
tern is on duty 24 hours a day. 


Case Example 


Here's a case to illustrate how 


the system works. A doctor is con 
fronted with a child who has eaten 
a certain rat poison which causes 
internal bleeding. When the doctor 
finds a stomach pump fails to 
help, he calls the center. The brand 
name of the rat killer is looked 
up, and the doctor is told that a 
large dose of vitamin K is the best 
antidote. As a result the child 
survives. 


Strangely enough, aspirin is the 


top drug killer today. This is based 
on a study by Dr. Kathenne Bam 
of the Children's Bureau and re- 
ports of cases from Washington 
and Chicago. 


For example, of 212 cases of 


poisoning at the Washington cen- 
ter, 50 were caused by large quan- 
tities of aspirin gobbled up by 
babies. 


"Roughly two-thirds of the deaths 


from accidental poisoning " says 
Dr. Bain, "could be wiped out if 
aspirin, the barbiturates, kerosene, 
lye, lead and arsenic were unavail- 
able to small children." 


But she warns parents not to be- 


come panicky or overscared about 
poisoning.

Fresh Picked 
Sweet Corn 
Tastes Best 


Only the home gardener, who 


can sink teeth into an ear of sweet 
com within an hour or less after 
it is picked, really knows the su- 
preme tenderness and flavor of this 
American favorite. 


Loss of flavor begins at the in- 


stant it is picked. Chilling can slow 
this down, but nothing can stop 
it, except popping the ear into 
boiling water as soon as possible, 
say from 5 minutes to half an hour 
after picking. 


Varieties of sweet com 
differ 


much in sweetness. When you find 


variety that pleases you, the best 


way to enjoy it is to make^several 
sowings, spaced so that they ma- 
ture one after the other, prolonging 
the season of your delight. 


A patch of sweet corn in a space 


fifteen feet square in normal weath- 
er should yield ten dozen ears. This 
is approximate, of course: each 
stalk bearing at least one ear, and 
some of them bearing two. 


Hybrids Gaining 


Hybrid sweet corn is gradually 


displacing open pollenated varie- 
ties, though many home gardeners 
continue to grow the latter. The 
harvest season of a hybrid var- 
iety is usually shorter, and while 
the ears are larger and the yield 
heavier. Most hybrid varieties are 
disease resistant, and more vigor- 
ous growers than open pollenated 
kinds. 
" 


To maintain a continuous supply 


>f one hybrid variety more fre- 
[Uent sowings should be made. 
Tiere are some advantages in 
owing at the same time several 
different varieties, of varying ma- 
urity dates, in order to produce a 
ong harvest. This practice also 


extends the pollenation period 3f 
the planting, and lessens the dan- 
ger of failing to fertilize the silks, 
which may occur in unfavorable 
v.-eather, when one hybrid variety 
is grown alone. 


In Short ROMS 


A sowing of sweet corn should be 


made in four short rows rather 
than in a single long row. This in- 
sures that when the pollen is ripe, 
a, cross wind will carry it to the 
silk in the young ears of an ad- 
joining row, rather than wasting it 
on the ground,, as might be the 
case in a single ro-.v. Each silk 
must be fertilized by pollen, in or- 
der to produce a kernel, and many 
failures with corn are tracable to 
poor pollination. 


Seed should be sown when dan- 


ger of frost is over, about two 
inches deep either In continuous 
drills or hills. In drills, sow three 
or four seeds to a foot, later to be 
thinned out to six inches apart for 
dwarf growing varieties or a foot 
apart for tall onces. Space the hills 
two to three feet apart m the rows, 
according to the size of the variety, 
and for both drills and hills, space 
the rows two to three feet apart. 


Deep cultivation of corn must be 


avoided because the plants have 
shallow roots; but all weeds should 
be kept down and the soil stirred, 
to break its crust, until the plants 
are half grown.

FBI reports that 307 banks were robbed in 1954 


In the last eight months, there were 386. The upward trend 
is so disturbing that the FBI has begun a series of confer- 
ences with local police officials and bank representatives in 
-search of a way to check these lootings. 
According to the FBI, apprehending bank robbers today 


is a lot tougher than it used to be in the days of John Dil- 
linger. Then the bank gangs had a sort of continuing organ- 
ization. Now the jobs are done by quickly organized bands 
of criminals who pull a robbery or two and then split up. 
This makes them harder to identify and trace. 
_ 


Of course, it isn't only the bank robbery that is on the 


rise Many types of crime are increasing, not merely numeri- 
cally, but in proportion to the nation's population. The in- 
crease includes both crimes against people and crimes against 
property. 
. , . 


We can find at least a partial explanation for the rise in 


violence against people in the mounting tensions of over- 
crowded city living, in our many broken homes, in the shat- 
tering of disciplines that follows from the American habit of 
moving from place to place and job to job. 


"We seem to give somewhat less thought to crimes 


against property. Yet in their present proportions they are 
distinctly a mark of modern civilization. Murder, and assault 
were surprisingly common in the distant past. Thievery 
really came into its own with this age of relative plenty. 


Undoubtedly the criminologists and other specialists can 


offer some pretty good reasons. These might be among 
them: 
. 
. , . . , _ 
This is a money civilization. Money increasingly is the 


key to filling our wants. Less and less do we produce the 
things we personally need; we buy them. Since this is so, 
the competition for the dollar grows stiffer all the time. 


Perhaps iaevitably, some men of weaker fiber decide 


that they will "not trouble to earn the money they want but 
simply take it. As it grows harder to build and maintain 
good moral disciplines, this attitude becomes more common, 


This is also the age of supreme temptation. Never in 


history have we seen so many shiny, desirable things about 
us as now. Motor cars, TV sets, cameras, smartly turned out 
household gadgets, a hundred land one fancy props for good 
living.The urge to possess is strong, especially among younger 
people who haven't acquired a sense of values, who don't 
see why they should wait to have' what they want. Young 
men look eagerly in dazzling shop windows, or stand on 
street corners and enviously watch the. Cadillacs go by. 


In other words, ours is a time when people's wants have 


been vastly multiplied, but they do not make what they want 
Money unlocks the door. If they will not or cannot earn it 
then they may choose to steal either the material things they 
seek, or the money to buy them. 


We need more and better policemen to halt the mount 


ing toll of thievery. But we ateo need a deeper solution. We 
must find a way to build and preserve moral disciplines 
strong enough to overcome the strains and temptations o: 
this age of money and material plenty.

Only $7,000 was appropriated 


Hie Doctor Says 


Individual Must Determine 
Amount of Sleep Needed 


By EDWIN" P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Assuming that a person from 


birth, to death sleeps an average of 
8 houri in each 24, and that this 
person lives to the age of 70, over 
23 years of his life-time will be 
spent asleep. This simple calcula- 
tion causes quite a jolt but it cer- 
tainly does make sleep look im- 
portant. 


If one must spend so much time 


sleeping, tossing and turning in bed 
while trying to get to sleep seems 
an awful waste. Under such cir- 
cumstances not only does one fail 
to be refreshed by sleep but also 
the time is lost from active play or 
work. Furthermore, too little sleep 
leads to fatigue and lack of energy, 
so that full zest for the waking 
hours is also lost. 


TOO FEW HOURS of sleep or 


restless sleep appear common, par- 
ticularly among those •who live in 
cities or are engaged in intellec- 
tual or desk work. However, many 
of those who complain of insomnia 
sleep better than they think they 
do and are resentful if told they 
have snored peacefully most of the 
night. 


Worry is doubtless one of the 


principal causes of insomnia. This 
•worry can result from thinking 
about one's business or profession 
just before going to sleep, concern 
over family or financial troubles or 
anything else which keeps the mind 
active. 


SOME PEOPLE ARE able to get 


into a proper frame of mind for 
falling asleep by engaging in some 
bard work just before bedtime. 
Other* find reading quietly pro- 
duces the desirable state of pre- 
bedtime relaxation. Violent exer- 
cise before bedtime or heavy eating 
usually interfere with sleep. A short 
etroll may be all right and & drink 
of warm milk or some other fluid 
ie often equally helpful. In other 
words each person who suffers 
from injomnia should experiment 
with what pre-bedtime occupation 
is best suited to his or her own 
needs.

"Meat Cookery" 


Mrs. Barbara McGrath, foods 


•pecialist from the University of 
Illinois, has just been in Lee Coun- 
ty giving our local leaders a fine 
lesson on "Meat Cookery." Forty- 
two leaders were present from all 
23 units of Home Bureau to see her 
demonstrate as well as discuss all 
the various types of meat cookery, 
cuts of meat and where tough and 
tender cuta appear on the animal. 


Dry and moist heat methods 


were demonstrated. A loin roast 
was fixed by the dry heat method 
of roasting. Since we had no other 
shallow roasting pan and rack we 
used the broiler pan from the 
range. This allowed the pork loin 
to sit tip well above the bottom of 
the pan and have access to the 
moderate heat of the oven. "When 
roasting we use 300 or 350 degrees 
of heat. 


Another dry heat method demon- 


strated was the broiling of a steak. 
Wa used a good size two inch cut 
of sirloin, straight across. This en- 
abled us to give all leaders in at- 
tendance a taste of the fine prod- 
uct which resulted after we used 
moderate broiling temperature. 
The secret to regulating broiling 
temperatures is to move your meat 
closer or further away. 


Our steak was broiled approxi- 


mately 20 minutes per side. No 
e«asonings applied till the broiling 
was finished. The fat \vas slashed 
around the edges to prevent the 
meat curling up as it cooks.

brownies in the same pan in which 
they were later baked. Butter (\'z 
cup) 
was melted m 11x7 inch 


aluminum baking pan. Two squares 
of chocolate were combined and 
also melted along with the butter. 
After these two items were just 
melted, e cup of sugar was added. 
Miss Cottingham used an ordinary 
table fork (stainless steel) to do 
her mixing. This did the job by 
getting into the corners of the pan. 
The sugar needs to be mixed in 
well. 


Then one egg was added and a 


good mixing given the mixture. 
Then another egg was added with 
generous mixing following its addi- 
tion. A teaspoon of vanilla and *,£ 
cup nuts were then added. Stir in 
well. Add ai cup of sifted flour, y2 
teaspoon of salt and J 
2 teaspoon of 


baking powder. Sift these last three 
ingredients together after they are 
carefully and accurately measured. 
Bake them after the batter is well 
leveled off. Use a 350 degree oven 
and bake for 25-30 minutes. 


You bake right in this pan in 


which you have mixed the brown- 
ies. The finished brownies were 
shown to us. They were cut from 
the pan and tasted by all 4-H lead- 
ers present. They proved very 
tasty.

Department, said 
today 


that 
outbreaks of mumps and 


chicken pox in some areas of the 
county could easily account for 
that number of children failing to 
appear for the inoculations at the 
announced time. 


All inoculations were completed 


during the morning hours—about 
50 per cent faster than anticipated 
by health department officials Dr 
Allen said the efficiency of the 
Dixon, Amboy, Ashton and Paw- 
paw clinics should be credited to 
excellent cooperation of the med- 
ical profession, nurses and mothers 
who took part m the project. 


Children received the inocula- 


tions at a rate of about 100 per 
hour per physician. 


There was no charge for the 


"snots" with volunteer doctors, 
nurses and PTA mothers contribu- 
ting their time. The vaccine was 
provided free by the 
National 


Foundation for Infantile Paralysis.
